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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation "one of said radial 
surfaces is treated to increase its co-efficient of friction" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

3. Claims 1-2, 4-8 and 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamazaki et al. Yamazaki et al teaches a turbocharger comprising a turbine wheel 2 mounted to 
a first end of a shaft 4 for rotation within a turbine housing 1 , and a compressor wheel 3 mounted 
to a second end of the shaft 4 for rotation within a compressor housing, the compressor wheel 3 
having an axial through bore extending between a first end of the wheel 3 and a second end of 
the wheel 3, said second end being remote from said turbine 2, wherein the second end of the 
shaft 4 extends through the bore and a short distance beyond the second end of the compressor 
wheel 3 and a nut 8 is threaded onto said second end of the shaft 4 to apply a clamping force to 
the compressor wheel 3 either directly, or indirectly through an intermediate clamping member 9 
disposed around said shaft 4 adjacent the second end of the compressor wheel 3, such that the 
second end of the compressor wheel 3 has a radial surface contacting a radial surface of the nut 
or intermediate clamping member 9, and wherein at least one of said radial surfaces is treated 10 
to increase its co-efficient of friction with respect to the other surface. With reference to claims 
2, 12 and 14, see Fig. 6c of Yamazaki et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
